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OUR HOME, OUR COUNTRY, AND OUR BROTHER MAN, 


DURATION, OR LONGEVITY OF 
FRUIT TREES. 

As there is evidently a great increase of in- 
terest among farmers, and others, on the sub- 
ject of raising good fruits, it is important to 
look into the nature of those trees which it is 
proposed to cultivate. 

Fruit trees, or orchards, may be divided 
into two great classes, viz: natural and artifi- 
cial. By natural trees, we mean those that 
spring up from the seed and continue to prop- 
agate such fruits as are original with them. 
By artificial trees, we mean those which have 
been engrafted, or budded, (innoculated,) and 
bear fruit which is not original with them, but 
were propagated by another seed. Which of 
the two classes are naturally the most long- 
lived? We think the natural tree; and the 
engrafted tree the shortest lived. This does 
not arise so much on account of any thing 
peculiar in the original stock from which the 
scions of the engrafted tree were taken, but 
because of its being joined by art, as it were, 





upon another stock, and as a consequence of 
the junction, not being so intimate and close, 
as if it bad all sprung up and grown as one 
Perhaps the 
fact, thatthe sap of the upper part of the 
tree is retarded in its progress by the obstacle 
at the junction, and therehy becoming accu- 
mulated and consequently producing a greater 
degree of fruitfulness, may be another cause, 
It exhausts, if we may so speak, the vital en- 
ergy of the tree, and hastens its old age and 
decay; for trees, like men, have a limited 
time wherein to flourish, grow old and die; 


from the goot, decay is induced. 


and, like men, their strength and energies 
may be over-taxed and premature decay 
brought upon them. 

We have noticed the results of engrafting 
trees, and compared them, in respect to dura- 
tion, with trees that never were engrafted, 
and we were well pleased to read some very 
good remarks upon this subject in the Horti- 
culturist, by Prof. ‘Turner, of Illinois College. 

We consider these remarks good, because 
they gave us new ideas upon this subject and 
corroborated some that we had held before; 
although we are free to confess, that it is pos- 
sible that all of them are wrong, and that 
further research will prove that engrafted 
trees are equally as hardy and long-lived as 
those which were never engrafted or budded. 

Prof. Turner, taking it for granted that 
changing the top does shorten the duration, 
recommends to save as much of the original 
tree as possible, and engraft or bud the limbs 
instead of cutting down and engrafting near 
the root. 

in these remarks we would not be under- 
stood as discouraging the propagation and 
multiplication of choice fruits by budding or 
engrafting in any way, But we wish to call 
the attention of the community to what we 
consider physiological facts in the culture of 
trees, and then let people manage to suit 
themselves. 

A tree, engrafted near the root with good 
fruit, is vastly more profitable than one not 
engrafted, but bears poor fruit, although the 
engrafted one may not live half so long. 

Prof. T’. remarks that the best of all ways 
of grafting would be to let the seed expand 
its vitality for some eight or ten years, and 
then graft or bud the scions into the outer 
twigs and branches of the grown tree. But, 
us this would be laborious and expensive, (in 
many instances,) avd as the cutting off of 
large branches would mutilate the tree so as 
to endanger it by a local disease, we must 
find some practical medium. But I believe 
it will be found that the entire trunk and root 
of the tree, at least, should in all cases be 
made fromthe seed, and not from the scion; 
and if more of it, still so much the better. 

‘The next best mode would be to put a sci- 
on into an entire seedling root; the next best, 
into a part of a young seedling root; and the 
worst mode of all, would be to graft from the 
sprouts or roots dug up around an old tree, 
for, aside from the want of vital force, such 
trees are very liable to be affected with latent 
chronic diseases, analogous to consumption 
and scrofula in the human system, which, in 
fact, causes them to throw out these sprouts 
so bountifully from the root. 

In corroboration of the last remark, Prof. 
T. mentions an instance in his vicinity. Most 
of the sprouts, says he, upon which our pears 
in this vicinity were grafted, were taken from 
an old barren pear tree in Alton, and the sci- 
ons put into the roots below the ground; and 
I do not know of one in the county, so made, 
that kas lived fifteen years. 

He adds, so far as I can learn, this process 
of mutilation has been going on all over the 
United States with the cherry and the pear 
for several generations of scions without any 
attempt to refresh them, unless where emi- 
grants have gone to new settlements and car- 
ried pear seeds with them; and thus, of ne- 
cessity, recruited a worn out scion with the 
vital energy of a fresh seedling. 

In this state of things, can it be wonderful 
that our most delicate varieties of cherries 
and pears have become short lived and ex- 
cessively prone to disease? 

The Professor ia also opposed to pruning 
trees, because of its interrupting the healthful 
functions of the tree. We know not how it 
may be in his part of the United States, but 
in ours, some pruning is necessary to insure 


published some observations upon this subject, 
wherein we repudiated the idea of cutting off 
large limbs unless they were absolutely dead, 
and that pruning should be confined to the 
thinning out of smaller branches, 

As we just now remarked, we do not wish 
to discourage the propagating of choice fruit 
by the simple and yet great and important art 
of engrafting or budding, but that those who 
do it, may understand what are the principles 
of longevity and duration of fruit trees, and 
so manage this business asto produce such 
results, in regard to these things, as may com- 
port with their desires and wishes. 
POULTRY. 

The following statement of the manage- 
ment of poultry, by Mr. Lyman Church, was 
made to the Agricultural Society of Hamp- 
shire County, Mass. We copy from the 
Northam; ton Gazette. 

“The average number of Hens kept by me, 
the last year, | estimate at one hundred and 
| foktty—mostly of a cross between the famous 
Dorking and the common ben. The oft re- 
peated and puzzling inquiry, as to whether 
Fowls may be profitably kept upon a farm, is 
satisfactorily settled in my mind; and, for 
your satisfaction, as well as for that of those 
associated with you, I submit the actual cost 
of keeping them, with a fair estimate of the 
value of the stock on hand at the commence- 
ment and close of the season, together with 
the quantity of eggs produced, &c.

This leaves to the credit of the hens, the 
|pretty lithe sum of one hundred and eight 
| dollars and nineteen cents; and this result I 

arrive at by actual and careful experiment, 
| without guessing or conjecture. It is one, 
| too, attainable by any prudent person, who 
| will bestow an equal amount of care, propor- 
ene to their value, as is, or ought to be, 
bestowed upon any kind of stock in order to 
have them do well. And J would inquire, in 
what other way, upon so small an investment, 
‘can so fair a profit be produced upon the 
farm? 

In regard to the treatment of them, I give 
them a warm house, with a comfortable yard 
or range, and 150 hens should have from one- 
half to three quarters of an acre. My house 
is so arranged as to keep them when I choose, 
in separate apartments and constantly sup- 
plied with food, old plastering, lime, gravel, 
water, &c,—with some secret nests, as well as 
open boxes, for them to lay in. ‘The house 
should be kept well white-washed and as clean 
as possible. The kind of food I use is varied 
occasionally,—corn, boiled potatoes, burnt 
barley, oats and wheat screenings; the latter 
especially I find very valuable. ‘The quality 
of the food, however, does not, in my opinion, 
influence the laying so much as is imagined. 
‘They must have enough to eat, and be made 
comfortable in other respects. With my 
management they lay the year round. 

In regard to the kind or breed, | am entire- 
ly of opinion that the cross between the Dork- 
ing and common hen is a very valuable kind. 
This year, as you will perceive, I have had 
1256 dozen eggs, while last year I had only 
150 dozen and I attribute the gain to the im- 
provement in the stock in that way. My 
stock is very healthy, seldom losing any by 
disease. 

My own opinion is that too Little attention 
is paid to this species of domestic animals, 
and that for the proper attention, while every 
one keeps Poultry, very few reap all the ad- 
vantage they might, and I shall be,happy if 
my experience serves to stimulate any one to 
improve themselves in this respect.”

matter besides other substances of value, 
you should grind them into cob-meal for your 
milch cows. ‘To increase their value, add to 
every peck.of cobs a quart of meal or balf 
gallon of bran to each mess for a cow, which 
should be either boiled or steamed into slop 
for your cows. The proportions we herein 
name, with the addition of cut bay or straw, 
say a half bushel at each meal, will not only 
keep a cow in good condition, but if she be 
in milk will increase its quantity as well as 
improve its quality. A cow, besides these 
slop messes, should be night and morning 
served with long food, as hay, fodder, or 
straw in suitable quantities, say ten Ibs. at 
each meal. If such course of treatment were 
to be observed towards these generous crea- 
tures there would be less falling off in their 
milking properties through the winter, As 
to fault in short milking, we have never laid 
it to the cow, but to the neglect of her owner, 
for we have ever laid it downas a self-evident 
proposition, that he who expects a ccw to 
give any considerable quantity of milk in 
winter, must provide her generously with suc- 
culent food, as no cow can secrete inilk unless 
she receive such material as will enable ber 
to form the delicious fluid which se delights 
the human palate and contributes so largely 
towards human sustenance. [Am. Farmer.

‘This species of inflammation, which 
often attacks the dewlap, generally arises 
from the same causes as other inflammations; 
but in the cow, itis particularly connected

lap, which gradually advances towards the 
head, and is attended with much bardness 
and heat.

/are getting a right class of men bold of our | 
japple orchards, ‘The subject is becoming re- 
duced to a science; and a man who does not 
|make his trees grow rapidly and produce 

jabundantly, may possibly pass for a worthy, 

honest man, if not otherwise disqualified for 
the title, but he must be put down as a great 
ignoramus, and a most negligent, slovenly 
|manager, so far at least, as the subject of 
fruit is concerned, 


| People who pay attention to their fruit trees 
;are sure to make them bear. We havea glo- 
rious fruit soil and climate, the best on the 
face of the globe, and we ought te produce it 
/in such quantities, that every household 
should be profusely supplied with the choicest 
| varieties throughout the year. ‘The best may 
| be as easily raised as the worst, as the trees 
‘of such are not unfiequently the greatest 
bearers. 

Shrewd men, who raise fruit for sale, now 
generally select one, two, or at most three ar 
four kinds, which are of standard demand in 

|market, good yielders, and proved to grow in 

perfection where cultivated, and confine them- 
| selves entirely to these. ‘They see that they 
_are properly set out, properly manured, the 
land properly cultivated among them, prop- 
‘erly trimmed, and properly managed in every 
particular, and they are sure to find an abund- 
ant supply of choice fruit on their trees in the 
autumn. 

A gentleman within our knowledge, has a 
small orchard on the Hudson River, of less 
than seven acres, which produces from $500 
to $750 worth of apples annually. This is 
not one year of plenty and another or two of 
famine, but is a steady, regular average yield. 
This man does not have, what we hear often 
called by haphazard farmers bearing years, 
or rather he has no other. And all this is 
secured by the simplest process, viz: good 
management. He scrapes the trunks of his 
trees every year, and immediately and before 
the insects and their larve can find a hiding 
place when thus exposed. He gives them a 
thorough drenching of wood ashes and hot 
water, as thick as can be made to run freely 
from a whitewash brush. This practice, with 
lime occasionally added about the roots at the 
trunk, with the management we have before 
indicated, gives the satisfactory results we 
have mentioned. After carefully hand-pick- 
ing his apples, he heads them up in barrels, 
with a few auger holes in each end, which 
are then thrown upon their bilge, or sides, and 
allowed to remain exposed to the weather 
under the trees, till there is danger of freez- 
ing, when they are housed if not previously 
sold. [American Agriculturist.

Red Water, or Staling of Blood. This 


complaint is a peculiar species of inflamma- 


| tion of the kidneys, or of the bladder, which 


very often proves fatal. The symptoms are 
known by the urine being tinged with blood, 
which is generally voided after a long attempt 
to make it. ‘The cows laboring under this 
disease, leave the rest of the herd and appear 
to have little or no appetite; their hair stands 
on end; their eyes are dull aod heavy, and 
appear when the inflammation is far advanc- 
ed, sunken in their heads. From the fever 
which attends this disease, the state of the 
bowels, which geverally, at first, are loose, 
becomes the reverse in the end, and the parts 
affected very much contracted. 

Notwithstanding the appearance of the dis- 
ease isso formidable, in most cases, it will 
readily yield to a large dose of salts adminis- 
tered at one dose, with the following ingredi- 
ents :— 

Epsom salts, 14 Ibs.; altheeea ointment, $ 
oz.; saltpetre, } oz.; fenugreek, in powder, 14 
oz.; powdered mustard seed, 14 oz. 

To be given in three quarts of gruel in 
which two ounces of soap have been dissolved. 
But if the bowels are in a relaxed state, and 
no costiveness has come on, then, instead of 
the former, a different course must be pursued, 
and the use of strengthening and gently as- 
tringent medicines employed, among which 
the following has been used with success :— 

Turpentine, 18 drachms; red saunders, 14 
oz.; bayberries, (Laurus nobilis,) 14 0z.; bole 
Armenian, 1} 02.; saltpetre, 3 oz. 

To be made up for one dose, and given in 
two quarts of water gruel, and repeated every 
day until the bealth of the animal is restored. 
By this means, the relaxed state of the kid- 
neys will gradually be braced up, the water 
resume its natural color, and the disease be 
brought to a favorable termination. 

Another mode of practice, which is not so 
common in this complaint, is pegging the 
dewlap, in the manner recommended for the 
Inflammation of the Lungs. ‘The effect of 
this is, to give a sudden turn to the appear- 
ance of the water, and thus it would seem as 
if a revulsion were made from the seat of the 
disease. in all cases of moderate looseness, 
under this disorder, the practitioner should 
never be afraid to employ the salts as recom- 
mended above; for, as costiveness generally 
takes place inthe end of the disease, this 
preliminary step prevents its occurrence, and 
proves, when properly administered, the 
speediest method of cure. In order to render 
this mode of treatment still more effectual, it 
may be accompanied with decoctions, or drinks 
of the following vulnerary herbs:— 

Shepherds’ purse, a handful; comfrey root, 
washed, 2 !bs.; plantain, sage, and nettles, 
each, a large handful. 

To be boiled in a gallon of water till it is 
reduced to three quarts; strained off, aud give 
a quart once » day. 

‘To co-operate with these means, the regi- 
men of the cow must not be forgotten. Her 
diet should consist of the softest and most 
succulent kinds of food, such as Jndian-meal 
gruel, currents, bran mashes, &c. In point 
of situation, she should be kept under cover, 
and not exposed to the heat of the sun, either 
by placing her under a shed, or in a stable or 
barn. {Ameri Rericulwusl

NOVEMBER. 

This Saturday afternoon of the year has 
come, and will soon be gone. We know not 
that it has any specific work, yet it is very 
inportant to the farmer, perhaps no one more 
so. It is a kind of closing up of the lnbors of 
the season, and as the old saying is often re- 
peated, “the lame have another day,” No- 
vember brings its Indian Summer, as days of 
grace, in which labors neglected may yet be 
performed. We have said it bas no specific 
work. Mareh is the time to prepare the stock 
of wood for the year, and May, the time to 
put itin the wood-house. If cut late in the 
Spring, at a distance from home, and permit- 
ted to remain in the fields for the purpose of 
having it season, and become lighter to draw, 
the early part of September before the heavy 
rains of the fall have soaked it, is the time. 
But if November find the wood-house empty, 
it is vastly better to put it in then than to dig 
it from the winter’s snows in December and 
January. 

November is not the month for plowing It 
is better done earlier, that warmer weather 
may aid the work of decomposition, before 
Winter, by its icy fetters, bind over to the 
spring-term, all in its possession, ‘True, the 
frost may accomplish very laudable purposes 


ting requires heat, and decomposition goes‘on 
very slowly at low temperatures. But if your 
plowing is not done, and your land is not in- 
clined to wash, it will facilitate your spring 
work to turn over your ground in November. 
It will then be ready for the warm days in the 
spring whether you are ready to plow or not. 

‘There are some, as we suppose, who have 
a remnant of their crops scill unsecured. For 
them, these days of grace are allowed, for 
finishing the work which it were better to 
have done sooner. We have seen inen pick- 
ing corn after the snow had covered the 
ground, Although it may have become thor- 
oughly dried, yet the loss must have been con- 
siderable. Apples are often left until cold 
weather, but they ave injured, and will not 
| remain sound pearly as jong, as when gathered 
jearlier, Still they are better gathered than 

lost. ‘They aretoo valuable to lose, and these 
remaining days should be diligently improved. 

Ditching low lands, and hauling out muck 
for the barn-yard and compost heap, if delay- 
ed until November, can rarely be accomplish- 
ed at all. The low grounds are usually too 
full of water to admit any approach, and any 
labor except at too great a luss, and disadvan- 
tage, to render it consistent to attempt it is 
forbidden, But leaves may be gathered for 
an embankment around your house, and your 
barns and sheds, or for litter for your hogs 
and cattle. But they are better gathered 
earlier before they become so thoroughly wet 
and thus made unpleasant to handle and less 
valuable as bedding for avimals. Everything 
designed for the compost heap is handled 
more pleasantly earlier in the season, and the 
work of decomposition muth promoted, but if 
omitted until this time it is better now than to 
be deferred longer. For an embankment 
about your house leaves are valuable. Every 
house should have some such security whether 
the cellar require it or not. It is a great pre- 
servative of the under pinning and walls, from 
the heaving, cracking and displacing agencies 
of frost. 

If you have stones upon your mowing 
grounds, and these grounds are not too wet, 
they may now he removed. Let them he 
thrown into a pile when the ground is not 
frozen and they may be drawn off when the 
frost has rendered it hard. We would have 
no labor spent in piling these stones. A reg- 
ular stone heap is a disgrace to any farm. 
More labor is often spent in building stone- 
heaps than would be necessary to draw the 
stone to some place where they would be use- 
ful for fence. When made into heaps they 
are a Nuisance, and are very soon scattered 
again, But when once drawn off, materials 
durable as the hills are provided for a fence, 
and the work done for all time.

American Sxitt Asproap. One of Hoe’s 
four cylinder revolving presses, was shipped 
from this city for Paris, to be used on “La 
Patrie.” Eight, if not ten, of these presses 
are demanded in Paris for use by the several 
papers of large circulation. As the French 
laws prohibit the introduction into France of 
machinery of foreign manufacture, all but this 
one will necessarily have to be wanufactured 
in that country. For liberty to build in this 
country, and introduce into France this one 
asa “working model,” Col. Hoe obtained 
special permission of the French government, 
under the monarchy, last winter, whilst in 
Paris; and he has now gone out again, having 
started in the Cambria on the 18th, to put this 
press in operation, and arrange for the build- 
ing of the others in Paris, under the superin- 
tendence of one of the young men brought up 
in bis establishment, by whom he is accom- 
panied.

Protection of ANIMALS AND EFFECTS. 
| Temperature and exercise are the two great 
| influencing circumstances on the feeding and 

consequent growth of animals. A flock of 
Leicester sheep, on tolerably good food, will 
| increase in weight throughout the year about 
52 Ibs, of mutton for each sheep; but this ac- 
‘cumulation takes place chiefly during the 
spring and summer months, for during cold 
weather it requires all the farmer’s supplies 
|of food to keep them at the same weight.— 
One hundred sheep were folded by divisions 
of pens, each of which was 22 feet in length, 
by 10 feet in bredth, and possessed a covered 
shed attached toit. They were kept there 
from the 10th of October to the 10th of March. 
Each sheep consumed, on an average, 20 Ibs. 
of Swedes daily. Another hundred sheep 
were folded in similar pens, but without sheds, 
during the same time, and their daily consump- 
tion of Swedes amounted to 25 Ibs. each.— 
The sequel was, that those sheep which en- 
joyed the protection of the sheds had increas- 
ed $ lbs. each, more than those which were 
left unprotected, although the latter had con- 
sumed one-fifth more food.

Preservine Buns anv Grarts. The mode 
suggested by T. G. Yeomans, of Walworth, 
N. Y., of preserving the scions of fruit trees 
in moist saw dust, has proved superior to any 
other. It is better than damp moss in the 
facility with which the scion may be perfectly 
imbedded in it, leaving no interstices, and it 
excells moist sand in being lighter, more spon- 
gy, and entirely free from a grit which may 
injure a knife. We have without any diffi- 
culty preserved scions, which were cut in the 
summer, for budding, till the following spring, 
and inserted them as grafts with entire suc- 
cess; and we have kept winter-cut grafts till 
midsummer perfectly fresh, and employed 
them successfully in budding. A bushel of 
sawdust will retain its moisture for many 
weeks nearly unaltered; but water must not 
be applied too copiously, or water-soaking 
and decay will be the result, The north side 
of a building, or a cellar, is the best place.

Stump Fence. The very best fence—be- 
cause the most durable and the cheapest, a 
farmer can construct, is that called stump 
fence. ‘There are but few farms on which 
stumps are not abundant, and as they occupy 
much soil, and oppose a serious obstacle to 
successful cultivation, their removal is a mat- 
ter of undoubted economy. Even where 
they are not needed for fencing, they may be 
used for fuel, and in this way be made to pay 
double the expense of their extraction and 
removal from the soil. On most lands, and 
especially those of a clayey texture, the roots 
of trees extend but a short distance below the 
surface, their principal development being in 
a horizontal or lateral direetion,—a cireurty 
stance which, while it greatly facilitates paeir 
eradication, renders, at the same time, the 
labor of ploughing, and working me soil in 
all the subsequent details of cysivation, far 
more difficult and perplexing, In many sec- 
tions, the expense of removing stumps does 
not exceed ten cents eaol.

York, and was admitted into the Union, Juve 
1, 1791. 

Kentucky, formerly a part of Virginia, ad- 
mitted into the Union June 1, 1792. 

‘Tennessee, formed of territory ceded to 
the United States by the State of North Car- 
olina, and admitted into the Union June |, 
1796. 

Ohio, formed out of part of the territory 
north west of the river Ohio; admitted into 
the Union November 29, 1802. 

Louisiana, formed out of part of the terri- 
tory ceded to the United States by France; 
received into the Union April 8, 1812. 

Indiana, formed out of part of the North 

Western Territory ceded to the United States 
by Virginia; admitted into the Union Decem- 
ber 11, 1816. 
Mississippi, formed out of part of the ter- 
ritory ceded to the United States by the State 
of South Carolina; admitted into the Union 
December 10, 1817. 

IMinois, formed out of part of the North 
Western Territory; admitted into the Uniou 
December 3, 1818. 

Alabama, formed out of part of the territory 
ceded to the United States by South Carolina 
and Georgia; admitted into the Union Decem- 
ber 15, 1818. 

Maine, formed out of part of Massachu- 
setts; admitted into the Union March 15, 
1820. 

Missouri, formed out of part of the territory 
ceded by France by treaty of April 30, 1803; 
admitted into the Union August 10, 1821; af- 
ter the adoption of the noted compromise line 
excluding slavery from all territory north of 
thirty-six degrees west of the Mississippi, 
saving States or ‘Territories already formed. 

Arkansas formed part of the same territory ; 
admitted Juwe 15, 1833. 

Michigaw formed part of the territory ceded 
to the United State by Virginia; admitted into 
the Union January 26, 1837. 

Florida, formed out of territory ceded by 
Spain to the United States by treaty of Feb- 
wary 12, 1819, admitted into the Union March 
8, 1845. 

Texas an independent Republic; admitted 
into the United States by a joint resolution of 
Con ,a ved March 28, 1847. 

a ceded into the Union December 
26, 1846. 

Wisconsin, an act was passed on the Sd 
March, 1848, to admit this Territory into the 
Union, upon the condition that the people 
adopt the constitution passed December 16, 
1846. This constitution was rejected; but

GLUE FACTORY IN HALLOWELL. 
We were not aware, until the other day, 
that a manufactory of glue on an extensive 


abrord for their supply, bave commenced 
making it on a scale sufficiently large to fur- 
nish those in this section who may call for it. 
We have received some specimens of their 
make, end are free to say that we have never 
seen better or nicer, Those in wantof a first 
rate quality of glue can vow find it in their 
own neighborhood. 

The following letter from Mr. Fuller, one 
of the proprietors of the establishment, will 
give information as to the amount used in this 
neighborhood that will be new to many. 

‘Hatrowe tt, Noy. 1, 1848. 

Friexp Hotmes—Dear Sir: I herewith 
send you a sample of three qualities of glue, 
manufactured by us in this place, and think 
they will compare well with any made iv 
Massachusetts. ‘The manufacturing of glue 
has not been carried on to any extent in this 
State until recently. A large establishment 
at Westbrook and ours are the only ones ip 
the State, to my knowledge, that make any- 
thing of a business of it. The consumption 
of glue in this vicinity is much more than 
almost any one would suppose it to be, who 
had not taken the trouble to look into the 
matter. The oil carpet manufacturers (and 
there are six of them in this vicinity) use not 
less than ten thousand pounds each annually, 
making sixty thousand pounds used by this 
one class of manufacturers. ‘The woolen and 
cotton factories use large quantities, also the 
cabinet and chair makers, machinists, joiners 
and almost all classes of mechanics, use more 
or less of it; and it is a fact that a seythe, 
bay or manure fork, shovel, boe, or axe, can- 
not be made and well fivished as it should be 
without glue; and you, sir, cannot print your 
valuable paper in a good and workmanlike 
manner without it. Until within a year the 
stock from which glue is made has been 
bought up by Massachusetts glue makers, 
shipped to Boston, carted into the country, 
(for the olfactory nerves of the good people 
of the city of Boston are too sensitive to have 
a glue shop in their city,) manufactured, cart- 
ed back to Boston and put into the-hands of 
a commission merchant, and our manufactur- 
ers, merchants and mechanics go there and 
buy it, and ship it back again. These oper- 
ations, as you will readily see, must be attend- 
ed with considerable expense in proportion to 
the value of the article, and make the cost of 
the glue much more than if made at home; 
and besides getting rid of much expense we 
have au opportunity of employing our native

POPULATION. 

A medical writer in Fraace, writing con- 
cerning the vigor of the French people, states 
some facts and theories that are in opposition 
to the theories of Graham and other anti- 
meat-eating persons. According to him, all 


my and agriculture, admit that the population 
of France is daily losing their bodily vigor, 
and becoming more and more effeminate. 
The owners of factories say that they can- 
not perform so much labor as the English or 
Americans, The recruiting officers state that 
there never was known so many men unfit 
to do military service. He attributes this to 
their not having sufficient meat to eat. Inthe 
country, says he, they feed principally upon 
rye bread, buckwheat cakes, dry or fresh veg- 
etables, dressed with a little grease or cheese— 
rarely meat, and this always in very small 
quantities. It has been estimated from statis- 
tical returns that there are half a million of 
persons in Paris who do not taste any animal 
food. Probably this is not the only cause. 
We presume that if the fuets were thoroughly 
sifted, it would be found that they had not 
enough of any kind of wholesome fvod, and 
in addition to this, were addicted to vices 
which, of themselves, would deteriorate the 
bodily vigor. It will be found, we apprehend, 
to be true, that wherever there isa sparse 
population, and that population dependent 
upon daily labor for their food and raiment, 
there you will find a hardy, strong, athletic 
population. Let that same region become 
thickly settled into villages and crowded cities, 
and you will at once find the population de- 
teriorating in strength and vigor; and in pro- 
portion as they become crowded, will that 
deterioration increase. This may, be owing 
principally to a lack of sufficient wholesome 
nourishment,—but also to the fact that as 
many as can will live as easy as possible, and 
overwork the remainder. ‘The crowding to- 
gether of people is not conducive to health— 
health-destroying vices prevail—lack of ven- 
tilation, manly exercise, healthy food, and 
many other causes all conspire to bring this 
about. If France, or any other crowded na-

$3,811. ‘The Argus says: ‘There are 166 
towns and plantations to come in, ‘They are 
mostly small. Allowing the same ratio of 
loss in them, compared with their vote in 
Sept. the Democratic electors are chosen by 
between 4 and 5000 plurality. That is un- 
doubtedly the result.” 

In Massachusetts no election was effected 
by the people, it requiring a majority to elect 
in that State. As the Legislature is strongly 
Whig, the ‘l'aylor electors will be chosen by 
that body. ‘The returns from $05 towns, all 
but 15, give the following result: Taylor, 
61,497; Cass, $4,706; Van Buren, 37,958.

Butalas! my ward- 
robe was gone to supply me with wretchedly 
baked corn bread, on which | livea entirely. 
I slept on straw, for which | paid a half penny 
per night. I became ragged and filthy, and 
could no longer go among men of business, 
Up to this time my spirits never sunk, nor did 
they then; but my sufferings were great. My 
limbs distorted with rheumatism, induced by 
cold and exposure—my face and head swelled 
to a most unnatural size with cold and tooth- 
ache, und those who slept in the same horrid 
den as myself were wretched street beggars, 
the very cleanest of them ge alive with 
all manner of creeping things. But | was no 
beggar. | never begged, nor ever asked a fa- 
vor of any man since | came to England. 
Ask George Bancroft, who | called upon two 
or three times, if ever | asked the slightest 
favor, or even presumed upon the letter you 
gave meto him. I did write him a note, ask- 
ing him to come and witness the triumph of 
opening the bridge at the Gardens, and deliv- 
ered the note at his own house myself; and 
although Prince Albert came, I never got even 
areply to my note. If Bancroft had come, 
and been the man to have only recognized me 
in my rags as | was, it would have saved me 
much subsequent suffering. I will not believe 
that Bancroft ever saw my note, for his de- 
portment to me was ever kind, 

‘The succeeding three months after the first 
five | will not detail, up tothe time | com- 
menced to build the bridge. I will not bar- 
row up my feelings to write, nor pain your 
kind heart to read the incidents of those nine- 
ty days. My head turned grey, and! must 
have died but for the Jews, who did give me 
one shilling down for my acknowledgment 
fur £10 on demand.

Tue Artantic Postat ARRANGEMENT. 
The New York Sun gives the following as 
the basis of the agreement come to by Lord 
Clanricarde and Mr. Bancroft: 

1. Entire reciprocity between the two gov- 
ernments in the transmission of letters by their 
respective steumers. 

2. The rates of postage to be uniform for 
American and English steamers. 

3. ‘The British colonial mail to be conveyed 
through the United States and by the Ameri- 
can as well as the English steamers. 

4. American mails for Europe, Asia and 
Africa, to be conveyed by the British as well 
as the American steamers. 

The rates of postage will probably not ex- 
ceed twenty-five cents on each letter from the 
United States; or one shillin sterling on let- 
ters forwarded from the United Kingdom. 
By this arrangemept, a letter mailed in any 
pars of Great Britain or Ireland, and a sbii- 
ing paid upon it there, will be delivered in 
the United States without charge to the per- 
son to whom it is directed. So with a letter 
sent from the United States; by the payment 
of twent-five cents here, it will be delivered 


free of charge in any part of England, Ireland 
or Scotland.
